bear it. 
"As you know the Kingston Gas 


and Electric Company Is one cor- 
poration. After consolidating 
the 


two companies wo had no choice, we 
must vise either gas or electricity and 
In either case the ccrisoliuatstl com- 
pany fixed the rates. 
These rates 


which they managed to get approved 
by the public 'service commission 
say that you must pay a minimum 
rate for the use of gas or electricity 
whether you use it or not. 
As an 


Illustration of the method used 
to 


fleece our people, allow me to give 
you an example. 


One of our factorie0 uses a certain 


number of kilowatt hours of electric 
power for one purpose, a smaller or 
larger amount for another. 
Our 


monopolist of electlctty and gas sup- 
ply lay*: 'You used a certain num- 
ber of kilowatt hours 
for lighting 


purpose, you must pay us 11 cents 
per kilowatt hour for that; you also 
used a certain number 
for power, 


you matt pay us 10 cents per kilo- 
watt hour for. that; also you used a 


minimum sum regardless of the fact 
that you used more than the 
mini- 


mum amount on the other 
motors 


you have installed. In other words 
If your total consumption of power 
exceeds the minimum rate prescribed 
by our local corporation you must 
pay for -unused power on one of the 
three units that did not mept this 
demand regardless of how much ad- 
ditional power you used on the other 
units. 


"This 
high-handed

which covered an entire 'block ani) 
was three stories high, had been 
burned to the ground. 


When the lire was discovered, fif- 


teen patrolmen and their families 
numbering 10 persona in all, werQ 
asleep In tue building. All were com- 
pelled to flee in their night clothing, 
so rapidly did 
the 
blaze sweep 


through tho wooden building. 


Motorcycle Policeman Dennis Har- 


rington, his wife and their three chil- 
dren, were trapped on the fop floor of 
the building, and could not reach th* 
steps or flru escapes.

l!H4, the investigation by the board

THE CONSTITUTION. ANTIETAM. 


The Constitution of the United 


States was adopted by the Conven- 
tion of Philadelphia on September 
17, 1887. The articles, which had 
been agreed upon after tour months 
deliberation, were afterwards ratified 
by conventions in the several states. 
Previous to this the states had been 
bound by a weak compact which 
could be dissolved at will and Con- 
gress was almost destitute of author- 
ity. The ConsUtutlou first put Into 
the hands of the government the 
power to enforce its laws. 
j 


The battle of Antietam, or Sharps- 


burg, was fought on this date in 
1862 
between the armies of General 


McClellan and General Lee. 
It was 


brought on by Lee's Invasion of 
Maryland, and was desperately con- 
tested the losses being about 10,000 
on each side. It ended in a repulse 
of the Confederates who retreated to 
Virginia oa the 19th.

TUNNELS. 


The first tunnel through the Alps, 


the Mont Cenls, or Col de Frejus 
tunnel, was formally opened 53 years 
ago today, when a train of 22 car- 
riages passed through In 20 minutes. 
The tunnel la a little less than eight 
miles Ions and cost 
$13,000,000. 


Plans for the tunnel connecting 
Italy and France were drawn up in 
1848, but the war of the 
following 


year prevented their execution. The 
work of excavation was commenced 
in 1857, the Italians were in charge 
of the work, but the French govern- 
ment bore the chief expense.

next Alpine tunnel, the St. Gothard, 
over nine miles long, was opened in 
1881, and in 1884 the Alberg tunnel 
was inaugurated.

world, and the one moat difficult of

HANNAH ADAMS. 


The first woman in America to 


adopt literature as a profession was 
Hannah Adams, who died December 
15, 1831. 
She was bora in 1755 at 


Medfield. Mass., the daughter of a 
merchant of scholarly IncllnatUni. 
who though 
a Latin and Greek 


scholar, had little buslnesa acumen, 
and while he gave the girl a liberal 
education, his 
financial 
failure 


forced her to earn her own living'at 
the age of seventeen. 


For a time she waa a teacher and 


augmented her scanty income by 
making lace. Her first literary work 
was a "History of The Jews" and 
this was followed In 1799 by a "His- 
tory of New England." 
She also 


wrote many books on 
religious 


topics. The pioneer literary woman 
of the New World ia described by 
her biographer Mrs. G. G. Lee, 
as

probable loss ot life in the explosion 
In mine number five of the 
Kem- 


merer Coal Company at Sublet, near 
here, was reduced to 36 today when 
P. J. Quealey, president of the com- 
pany, announced at 9 o'clock that a 
check up of the 
company's lists 


showed only 48 men were 
In 
the 


mine -when the blast occurred. 


Twelve hare been rescued alive; 


13 bodies have been recovered. 
Little hope is entertained any ot the 
other 23 may live. 


After.hourn of frantic efforts by 


hundreds of rescue workers to gain 
entrance Into the mine, the portals 
of which had been shattered and the 
passage way littered with debris by 
the explosion, twelve men 
were 


rescued alive at a late -hour last 
night. 
They were uninjured, hav- 


ing been in a chamber above the 
seventh level when the explosion oc- 
curred. 


Thirteen dead bodies had 
been 


removed early today and It was ex- 
pected that the work of bringing out 
the victims of the disaster would 
move more rapidly as the day wore 
on, the gas and fire conditions grad- 
ually clearing up, according to 
re- 


ports of rescue workers. 


The explosion, a. terrific 
blast, 


came a few minutes before noon. 
Usually about 200 men are employed 
In mine number five but because yes- 
terday was pay day many men failed 
to report for duty. 


The explosion was followed by a 


great flash and fire started at once 
large columns of. black smoke pour- 
ing from both entrances of the mine. 


Despite a heavy downpour of rain 


that hampered the workers In bring- 
ing rescue equipment to the mine 
from Kemmerer, hundreds of 
per- 


sons, including weeping women and 
children, quickly gathered around 
the mine mouth. 


All nig^ht long the efforts to bring 


out men who might 
have escaped 


the explosion and the 
deadly gas 


fumes were 
continued. 
A cheer 


went up as the 12 men who were

tn total tonnage the four ramjor 


fruit crops in New York promise .a 
production eleven per cent greater 
than 1923, ac'wMns to the combin- 
ed state and federal crop report for 
September, issued 
from 
the New 


York state department of farms and 
markets. Apples this year make up 
about 76 per cent of thig_tonnage; 
pears, 7 per cent; peaches, - S per 
cent; and grapes, 9 per cent. 


The apple forecast has 
declined 


substantially siuce Augutt 1 aud the 
total crop is now placed at 24,695,- 
000 bushels, compared with 24,000,- 
000 bushels last year. 
Because of 


the bad infestations 
of sea') and 


aphis aggravated 
by many 
rainy 


days all through the season, the pro- 
portion that will be of first quality 
is unusually small. This will result 
in a "commercial" crop of 3,86-9,000 
barrels, which is less than the 3,900,- 
000 barrels produced last year. The 
Increases over last year are mainly 
in the summer, fall and early winter 
varieties and Greenings, while the. 
most important dscreaaes are in the 
winter vaileties of Northern Spy and 
particularly 
Baldwin, 
the 
most 


largely grown apple in the commer- 
cial sections. Growers in the western 
New York and Hudson valley dis- 
tricts estimate that this year's crop 
is comprised of varieties about as 
follows: Summer, 15 per cent; fall 
and early winter, 36 per cent; wir- 
ier, 49 per cent. 
This is more than 


»he usual proportion of early apples 
and less than usual of winter varie- 
ties. 


The condition of apples in most 


of the other states has also declined 
and the prospects are for the poorest 
crop since 1921. Compared with last 
year, the greatest reductions have 
taken place in Michigan, Washing- 
ton and Idaho.

states and Virginia have more than 
last year. 


The estimated crop of peaches is 


2,173,000 bushels this year or 28 
per cent above the 1.700,000 bush- 
els harvested last year, with a qual- 
ity slightly 
below 
average.

Jersey's crop is about the same as 
last year, while Michigan has less 
than half and California only three- 
fourths of the 1923 crop. 


Pears are of generally good qual- 


ity with a forecast of 1,855.000 bush- 
els compared with the 
very small 


crop of 1.000,000 bushels last year. 
The United States crop of 17,278,- 
000 bushels ia below last year's crop. 


Grapes, still two to three weeks 


late, now promise 77,000 tons or a 
fourth more than last year, but need 
especially favorable weather condi- 
tions to ripen properly before frost.

Wove Fabric of Fate 


Isoms were the fates of Scandina- 


vian mythology 
They were three 


yonng women, by name Urth, Ver- 
dft&dt and Skuld—past, present and 
future. They sat by the well of Ur- 
darbrunnr under the ash tree Xggdra- 
cil, and there determined the fate of 
gods and men. Every day they drew 
water from a spring and with )t 
sprinkled the tree, that its branches 
might not rot and wither away, says 
the Detroit News. 


Originally there appears to have 


been but one norn—Urth—and her 
character was conceived in a gloomy 
night, making her often equivalent to 
death doom. Later two others were 
added.' Two of these gave the bless- 
ings, the third the ills of life. In the 
legend of "Sleeping Beauty" the nornr 
are represented as thirteen women. 
Usually they were conceived as tpln- 
ners, weaving the fabric of fate. 


Besides thcss great norns there 


were many inferior ones, both good 
and bad; for, snys the Prose Edda, 
when a man is born there is a norn 
to determine his fate, and the tame 
authority tells us that the unequal 
destinies of men in the world are at- 
tributable to the different dispositions 
of the corns. These lesser norns cor- 
respond to the genii of classic mythol- 
ogy. Women who possessed the power 
of prediction or magic also bore this 
name.

Barn Burned 


Loes ot $15,000 Ceased by Fire in 


Farm B^H'-n* of ' Jsrige Vast 
Ette* at LouMMtviUe «• TMsrtsty. 
A concrete block barn, 130xJ< feet, 


with a concrete block silo $0 feet 
In length on each end, was wrecked 
by fire on the dairy farm of Judge 
John G. Van Etten et LomontvlUe. 
about seven miles from 
this city, 


Tuesday afternoon. The upper part 
of'the barn was filled to the root 
with newly harvested hay, 
wheat, 


rye and feed, all of which was de- 
stroyed. The fire was discovered by 
!a farm hand who 
noticed .smoke 


coming from out of tlie cupolas on 
the building about.2:30 o'clock. He 
ran Into the barn and notified James 
E. Leahy, the farm superintendent, 
who with other men were setting up a 
corn'harvester on the barn floor. 
! Superintendent Leahy and the farm 
i hands started to drag, out the har- 
i vesting, machinery but were halted 


i when a large mass of burning hay 
'fell out of the mow almost upon 
them. They then went to the other 
end of the barn where the Guernsey 
calves were kept and managed to get 
out five of the six. Fortunately the 
nftj- or more head of valuable Guern- 
sey cattle were out In the fields. 


A telephone message was sent to 


Chief Chipp for assistance and by. 
permission of the fire commissioners 
the pumping motor engine was sent 
with firemen to the scene, a quick 
trip being made. As the big barn 
was doomed, the firemen under direc- 
tion of Chief Chipp, devoted their 
efforts -with success to save the gran- 
ary, milk house, ice house 
and a 


large horse barn, all nearby. Water 
was pumped from a small brook and 
in order to utilize it 
the firemen 


woul* wait until the frame buildings 
began to smoke and 
then water 


would be pumped on the buildings 
and their destruction prevented. It 
was necessary to ceaso operations 
for five minutes or more several 
times in order 
to allow 
sufficient 


•water to flow down the brook so that 
the pumper -could be used." Judge 
Van- Etten is strong in his praise of 
the work done by Chief Chipp and 
the firemen, but for which several 
juildings would have been burned. 


Judge Van Etten estimates his loss 


at $15,000, the property destroyed 
being Insured for about one-third Its 
value.

At Exposition 


Conservation Commission Display 


Teaches Importance of Reforestry 
Plans and Destruction of Blister 
Rust. 
The relation of forestry to Ulster 


county and Its importance to every 
resident becomes apparent to the 
visitor to the Kingston Exposition 
whp stops for a few ininutes at the 
conservation 
commission 
booth, 


which forms part of the tent devoted 
to the 
Ulster 
County Farm and 


Home Bureau. A simple glance in 
passing the booth is not sufficient to 
bring home a realization of what 
forestry and the work of the conser- 
vation commission mean to Ulster 
county, but a few minutes' study of 
the exhibit knd a few minutes de- 
voted to thought are sure to drive 
home the idea that Ulster has been 
backward and wonderful opportuni- 
ties are watting for the men and wo- 
men who are willing to take advant- 


ag|mall boxes arranged in terrace 
formation In the front of the booth 
of the conservation commission con- 
tain pine trees that are one, two and 
three years old, respectively. 
These 


trees were raised by the state of 
New York. They are not very big, 
and this fact is apt to bring reallia- 
tion of the importance or not delay- 
Ing retorestry plans 
because trees, 


unlike weeds, do aot frow taat, and 
many years most pass before the 
forest becomes a thing of subttaa- 
tlal money value. Consequently, the 
state conservation commission nrgee 
men and women to »iut for the 
future, to start a forest which will 
benefit their children. 


Pine seedling* ar« adtlted by the 


state conservation commUslon for 
planting because they 
grow mow 


easily on waste or Idle land, al- 
though practically, every variety of 
tree which will grow In New York 
state can be supplied by the commis- 
sion. 
Pine, however, la preferable. 


It requires 1,000 settlings, planted 
six feet apart, to cover one acre, of 
land. 
Pine seedlings are supplied 


for this purpose by the conservation 
commission at a cost of from fi to 
|4 an acre. 
The Kingston Water Works De- 


partment and the Baagenles Water 
Department have plaited thousand* 
of seedling plaee to protect tketr 
watersheds, and the dly of New 
York annually plaata Miy tb«*- 


sands in the Ashokan reservoir sec- 
tion for the same purpose. 


A few individuals who .are looking 


toward increasing the value of iheir 
lands in the future nave also plant- 
ed some thousands of seedling pines, 
but throughout Ulster county are 
thousands of acres of waste and idle 
land which easily and at slight cost 
might be turned to profitable ac- 
count by beginning 
tree-planting 


now. 
„ ^ 
Destroying Blister Rust. 


The pine tree is particularly sub- 


ject to a disease called the blister 
ruet, which eventually kills the tree, 
but for the preservation 
of pine 


trees which have, almost reached the 
timber stage and for the protection 
of pine 
forests in the future, 
the 


State Conservation 
Commission Is 


working to abolish the Might. The 
blister rust comes from currant and 
gooseberry bushes, and can be easily 
controlled by getting rid of all cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes, whether 
wild or cultivated, which are with- 
in »4ne hundred feet of any pine 
fee. 
It has been definitely demon- 


strated that the blister rust will not 
germinate at a longer distance than 
nine hundred. feet from currant or 
gooseberry bushes. 


For the purpose of controlling the 


blister rust and 
exterminating 
it 


where It already exists, the Conser- 
vation Commission will supply a 
competent foreman free 
of charge 


provided 'the 
owner of 
property 


where there are white pine trees will 
supply the men to help him in 
get- 


ting rid of currant and gooseberry 
bushes, most of which are found to 
bo of the wild varieties. The Conser- 
vation Commission works in . coop- 
eration with Farm Bureaus. 


Already In Ulster county about 


1,800 acres have been worked by the 
Elate experts, In cooperation 
with 


the land owners, to eliminate blister 
nut, by removal of currant and 
gooseberry bushes within nine hun- 
dred feet ot pine trees, because the 
rust does not spread from one pine 
tree to another but only from the 
bushes menttoned to the pines.
